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WATER FAMINE 


IN NEW ENGLAND 


Robbery of the Mosque of Omar at Jerusalem; 


Articles of Great Antiquarian Value Stolen. 


Most of the New England peonlo 


have got to be extremely careful of 
their water supply this spring and 
summer,, or otberwis 
one 
cf 
the 


worst water lamines known in this 
section for the last.30 years will re- 
sult. That is the gist of a statement 
made by X. H. Goodnough, chief en-1 


Sineer,of th: Massachusetts state 
hoard of health. 


His words of \varnir.i; were given 


after -a careful study of the charts and 
statements filed in his office relative 
10 the rainfall and water supply in 
tiie state. 
Last year conditions in, 


this tpmonw-talth were very bad, in- 
deed. EO far as drinking water went, 
and according to all indications at 
this time there will be kar less drink- 
ing wntur available this summer and 
fall than "as found last year. 


These conditions seem to be gen- 


eral in this eastern section of 
the 


country, as the officials of the city 
of Xev York have already announced 
that its reservoirs are not nearly full 
and that people .must be sparing of the 
manner in whbh they use drinklcu 
water. 


Boston, with its metropolitan water 


supply, is fortunately situated, 
for 


even if no1 rain was to fail for the 
next 12 months there would be . an 
ample supply in its great reservoirs. 
It is not the metropolitan water dis- 
trict of Boston, but cities and towns 
in other parts 
of 
Massachusetts 


wlich are expected to suffer for lack 
of sufficient water' this coming sum- 
mer and .-fall. 


He said. "H is extremely dry for 


this season of he year. Tha does not 
mean that there is not water, but 
just what I said—that it is very dry 
for this season of the year, and the 
outlook for summer is not pleasant to 
contemplate. 


"In the first place -we have 
had 


four or five very dry' years and this 
worst of -the lot is coming on top o' 
the series. To a person acquaints 
with Uhe supplies for cities - am 
towns,-that statement has a wealth 
of meaning. -We depend on our win 
ter and spring to fill up our reser 
voira and rivers and to keep us in 
water for the dry periods -of 
tin 


year. "What rain falls during 
th 


summer, is not of very much accoun 
unless there is -a great deal of it, to 
it evaporates almost as fast as 
falls' and does little to increase th 
supply in the reservoirs. 


"The past winter has been.the drj 


est in the history of the state sine 
our board began to keep its recori 
30 years ago. . Just to show you ho 
dry it has been let me compare 
with the records for a couple of pas 
years.' The year 190S was a very dr 
one. In the six months of that yea 
or the summer period, the flow of th 
Nashua river was 238,000. gallons pi 
day per square mile, and in the s 
wint-er months of the same year i 
average yield was' 1,000,000 gallon 
per day per square mile. 


"In 1910, another dry year, in fa 


a very dry one, the average flow of 
the "Nashua river for six 
summer 


months was about 200,000 gallons per 
day per square mile, and for the win- 
ter months was only 1.000,000 gallons 
per day per square mile. 


"From last December to last April 


inclusive, the average flow of the 
river was only about 900,000 gallons 
per day per square mile, as against 
1,4011,000 gallons in 
previous 
dry 


years, or about 9-14 as much as in 
previous dry years. 


"Following a very dry summer, the 


effects of this dry winter have been 
to .leave the-, large storage reservoirs 
in the commonwealth not nearly full 
and some of them are already quite 
low. 
At the beginning of this yeai 


the watersheds have been yieldtoj i 
very small quantity of water. 
Bu 


the scarcity of water should not b< 
felt for the present, although it i 
hound to make itself apaprent late 
in the summer. 


"Last summer the scarcity of wale 


was such as to causo worry 
an 


great inconvenience in many places 
in New England. 
With every 
in- 


dication of an even lesser supply this 
summer, it should cause those cities 
aud towns to guard carefully their 
supply. 


"I do not wish to preach disaster, 


nor to seem pessimistic. But records 
are records and I have told you \vhat 
they iudi 
get a good 
hut as yet . 
raj's of the sun are daily becoming 
:nore powerful and able to exaporate 
what water falls from any ordinary 
rainfall. 
It will take a pretty wet 


summer to tide us over the shortage 
of • ater that is now in sight."
